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Belleville to 
consider public 
safety assessment

The Belleville City Council will consider 
a council vote to assess a public safety 
millage to raise the money needed to 
provide police and fire services. 

Based on a taxable valuation of $88.5 
million, the city’s property tax revenue 
would increase by $88,536 for each mill 
assessed. By law the city can levy up to 
20 mills and this millage is not subject to 
DDA capture. 

For a home valued at $75,000 with a 
taxable value of $37,500, annual cost per 
mill would be $37.50. For a $400,000 
home with taxable value of $200,000, the 
annual cost per mill would be $200. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
council accepted the $2,138,501 budget as 
presented, with the caveat that a time line 
must be brought back to the council for 
what is necessary for a special assessment, 
along with the necessary public hearing, 
and when it needs to be available to be 
placed on the winter tax roll. 

The budget accepted is balanced except 
for $295,000, which is the estimated cost 
of the seawall repair and is coming out of 
the fund balance. 

After that expenditure, the general 
fund fund balance is expected to be 
$1,101,300.04. 

The general fund budget is supporting 
the Cemetery Fund in the amount of 
$4,100 and the Capital Purchase fund in 
the amount of $33,000 for police cars. 

If the public safety millage assessment is 
enacted by the council, the 2019-20 budget 
will be amended. 

Kelly Howey of Plante Moran, the city’s 
financial officer, said there is a Headlee 
Rollback this year that puts the city 
millage back from the previous 18.10 mills 
expected to 16.506 mills which reduces the

Breaking the Silence 
about Sumpter Police 


To the editor, 

I can no longer keep quiet about my 
termination from the Sumpter Township 
Police Department. I realize and clearly 
understand that “Life 
isn’t always fair.” I 
have learned to stand 
up and fight for what 
is right and to take 
responsibility for my 
mistakes and/or wrong- 
doings as so should 
others. There hasn’t 
Former Ofc Buccellato been one day that has 
gone by over the last 15 months where I 
haven’t reflected on my termination from 
SPD and all the surrounding circumstances. 

After more than nine years on the job as 
a police officer with the Sumpter Township 
Police Department, Chief Luke forbid me 
to work my secondary employment which 
helped me afford the “extras” I found 
myself up against as a single mother of 
four kids. Chief Luke made this decision 
stating he felt the mistakes I was making 
on the job was a direct cause of me working 
too much. The real reason I was making 
mistakes was because of the mental stress 
I had been experiencing for years as a 
police officer with Sumpter Township. The 
mental stress was not from the duties of the 
job, but from the years of internal mental 
stress from within the department. 

After approximately one year of not being 
able to work my secondary employment, I 
fell into a financial crisis. I did not know 
how to reach out and ask for help, as I have

always been the one who helped others. 
On approximately six occasions I took 
what totaled approximately $3,000 from 
our officers’ union “flower fund.” I was the 
union secretary/treasurer at that time. This 
fund was from us officers contributing to on 
a monthly basis. Over the years, this fund 
was used to help other officers within the 
department who had financial situations, 
flowers for funerals, contributions to food 
packages for needy families within our 
community in Sumpter Township, etc. 

I knew that I would have to pay the 
money back and come forward with what 
I had done. I had to find a way to pay back 
the money and I ended up taking real estate 
classes and obtaining my real estate license 
which was eventually approved by Chief 
Luke. 

I saved the $3,000 from a real estate 
deal and kept it in my personal account 
as our union was going through executive 
board member and bank changes. I ended 
up becoming union president and two 
other officers became VP and secretary/ 
treasurer. Once this transition happened, 
I returned the money plus an extra $100 
and requested a meeting with the VP 
and secretary/treasurer where I admitted 
to them what I had done. I apologized 
numerous times with sincerity, shame and 
regret. It was explained that I did not know 
how to reach out for help from our union 
members and was embarrassed to be in the 
financial situation I was in. By this time I 
had already been going through therapy for 
over a year to deal with the years of mental 
stress I had been experiencing from within 
the police department and to figure out why 
I was not able to reach out for help from 
the union members, as what I had done was 
way out of character for me. 

It was agreed upon between the union 
executive board members that we would

handle this within the union and, yes, 
this was “embezzlement” but as long as I 
resigned as president, contacted the officers 
of our union to let them know what I had 
done and the returned money had been 
verified then the union was satisfied with 
this. I was advised by the VP to contact the 
remaining four officers in our union over 
the weekend and if they were in agreement 
of how the executive board members were 
handling this then it would be considered 
handled within our union. 

I contacted three of the four officers 
immediately after I returned home from 
our meeting. I explained exactly what I 
had done and why and that it was wrong. 
All three officers advised me that they 
understood the financial hardship and 
that they agreed with the executive board 
members handling this within our union. 
The officers advised me that they did not 
think any less of me and if I had reached 
out and asked for help that they would have 
certainly agreed to help. 

Less than 24 hours after our executive 
board meeting, I was contacted by the VP 
ordering me to contact Chief Luke to let 
him know what I had done as he could 
not sleep the night before having it on his 
conscience that this was embezzlement. 
I advised the VP that we as an executive 
board agreed the night before that this 
would be handled within the union and if 
he wanted to call Luke to go ahead, which 
he did. 

Less then 72 hours later, I was ordered 
to complete a statement, have union 
representation and be in Luke’s office 
for a disciplinary hearing. During my 
hearing, it was apparent Luke wanted

me fired regardless of the surrounding 
circumstances. Luke asked me what I 
thought my punishment should be and 
I responded stating a 30-day unpaid 
suspension. Luke stated that no one at the 
department (including the officers of our 
union even though none of those officers 
were asked how they felt) wanted me there, 
that I could never be trusted again and that 
even if he allowed me to keep my job his 
concern would be that none of the other 
officers would back me up out on the street 
and that would put me in harm’s way of not 
having proper officer back-up. 

Luke advised me that if I attempted to 
fight to keep my job that it would only take 
one officer to file criminal charges against 
me for embezzlement because paying back 
the money does not change the crime. Luke 
had a hidden body camera video set up in 
his office during my hearing which was not 
known until my termination hearing went 
to the township board members. A copy 
of this video was obtained at a later date. I 
felt intimidated by Luke and threatened by 
him because I have been well aware of the 
long negative history he has had toward me 
since I was hired in 2005. 

After my hearing with Luke and before 
his recommendation was submitted to 
the township board members at a special 
meeting requested by Luke, I was ordered 
to clear out my locker in the locker room, 
my desk area, turn in my uniforms, firearm, 
keys, badge and any other department 
equipment and not to return to the 
department. I was not put on administrative 
leave because I was on disability leave at 
that time from a work-related knee injury.

Traffic light could 
help dangerous 
intersection 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara announced that a full- 
blown traffic light will be installed at the 
South I-94 Service Drive and Hannan 
Road intersection next year. 

He said the dangerous intersection, at the 
VBT border, was first on the radar last year, 
but it has been a dangerous intersection for 
many years. 

After the Amazon delivery center was 
built last year at that corner in Romulus, 
drivers started buzzing out of there at 
excessive speeds and the problem grew. 

Supervisor McNamara said VBT 
supported Romulus in an application for a 
grant from the Southeast Michigan Council 
of Governments (SEMCOG) and Romulus 
got a $160,000 grant for the traffic signal. 

At a recent Romulus City Council 
meeting, council members talked about 
how Amazon drivers were going over 50 
mph in the 35 mph zone on Hannan Road. 
City administration was going to talk to the 
Amazon manager about it. 

The intersection currently has full traffic 
stops for drivers on the eastbound S. I-94 
Service Drive in VBT and the westbound 
Northline Road in Romulus, with no stops 
for the Hannan Road traffic. 

Next year we expect to see the traffic 
lights in place and a safer corner. Our 
weekly dispatch logs record regular 
accidents at that corner. Will a light make 
them stop — or make it worse?

On Sunday I attended the monthly Bugles 
Across America event at the Veterans 
Monument in Horizon Park in Belleville. I 
asked the veterans present why there were 
only three wreaths that had been put in place 
there on Memorial Day. 

Usually there are wreaths from Belleville, 
Van Buren, and Sumpter, along with a wreath 
from the local Veterans of Foreign Wars post 
and the Polish League of American Veterans 
post. 

This year Van Buren and Sumpter did 
not bring a wreath. The two townships sent 
people to speak — in fact, Van Buren sent two 
trustees who spoke — but no wreaths. 

The veterans told me the townships had 
been alerted, but no wreaths came. 

Last Friday, I had dinner with two editors 
I used to work with years ago when I was 
managing editor of The Richmond Review 
in Richmond, MI. We ate at Johnny’s on the 
Lake. One came from Ann Arbor and the 
other came from Royal Oak, but both ended 
up in Hillside Cemetery. 

They each told the same story of driving 
over the Belleville Bridge and staying in the 
right lane because they knew they had to 
turn right at the light at High Street. When 
they got to Denton Road, they had to turn 
right there because it is a right-turn-only 
lane, so they did. 

After the right turn, that they didn’t want 
to make, they came to the cemetery entrance 
and thought that would be a good place 
to turn around. They drove through the 
cemetery and turned around and made it to 
dinner on time. 

These were two very bright people in two 
different cars coming from two different 
directions and they both ended up in the 
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cemetery. 

How many times do you think that happens 
to people coming into town from someplace 
else, when they don’t know the territory? 
They told me they think there should be 
signs that are more prominent. 


Rick Rutherford was asked at Monday’s 
meeting of the Belleville City Council about 
what was going in at the old car wash and the 
building next door referred to as “Chesley’s 
building.” 

Rutherford said they are planning to get 
a retail tenant for the car wash and he’s not 
sure about Chesley’s building. He said the 
new owner wants an auto sales showroom, 
but right now he’s just trying to rehabilitate 
the building. Rutherford said the new owner 
would have liked to sell cars there, but the 
zoning isn’t right for that. 

Chesley’s building was previously owned 
by Chesley Odom, a designer, who had the 
whole building painted black, including 
the roof.

And, 
the large arch sculpture that was supposed to 
be in the back of the Fourth Street Square 
couldn’t be placed there because of the 
fence, so it is in the front 
of the Square on the 
sidewalk right next to 
the Bayou.

How about ‘Belleville 
Lake Township’? 


To the editor, 

For generations our entire region has been 
known by the generic name Belleville. 
(For example, Belleville Lake, Belleville 
Museum, Belleville Area Historical 
Society, Belleville Area Council for the 
Arts, Belleville Community Chorus, 
Belleville High School, Belleville Rotary, 
Belleville Area Community Band, 
Belleville Road and the like). For many 
reasons, it seems unlikely that the City 
of Belleville and Van Buren Township 
will ever combine into one municipality. 
Further, Van Buren Township has now 
complicated the problem as it has sought 
a separate postal designation and has asked 
for separate identity with the post office. 
Many Van Buren residents believe that new 
postal identity is confusing, not helpful. 

I propose that the Van Buren Township 
Board establish a study committee 
to consider a recommendation to the 
community that we change our township 
name to Belleville Lake Township. (Our 
township logo is a sail boat.) If the study 
committee believes that such a name 
change would be a good move for the 
township, then the community at large 
could hold an advisory vote to confirm or 
deny the name change. 

I believe the Van Buren Township Board 
has the authority to effect a name change. 
(Disclaimer: I do not practice municipal 
law.) A change to the name Belleville Lake 
Township, I believe, would solve many 
geographical identity problems for Van 
Buren residents and confirm the history of 
our area. 

This proposed name change did not 
originate with me. I have heard such a 
name change discussed among several 
groups. I suggest we move forward with 
a community-wide discussion and then 
hold an advisory vote by the community at 
large.

During the special meeting, we had gone 
in a closed meeting session where I was 
allowed a two-week extension due to lack 
of union representation that did not show 
up and that Luke sent me his termination 
recommendation documents just hours 
before the special township board meeting. 
During the two weeks I conducted my 
own investigation to prepare my case to 
Supervisor John Morgan and the rest of 
the board members. I had asked Luke in 
the open forum at the end of the special 
meeting if he had recorded my disciplinary 
hearing. Past experience with disciplinary 
hearings is that Luke usually records the 
hearing and announces that it is being 
recorded and it’s visible on his desk. This 
was not the case for this hearing. Luke 
stated that he did record it and I asked for 
a copy of this recording which I obtained 
from him approximately four to five days 
later. 

During my review of the video, it was 
clear in the video that Luke used a body 
camera that was hidden in his office on 
a top shelf where Lt. Gannon had placed 
it. Department policy on the Axon Body 
Camera is against department policy to 
use the body camera to secretly record 
other officers within the police department 
unless it is detrimental to an undercover 
investigation. This was not an undercover 
investigation. It was a disciplinary hearing 
and Luke had already conducted his 
investigation.

I cannot keep silent any more, being 
afraid to speak up out of fear Luke would 
have an officer file formal charges against 
me for embezzlement, which he did have 
Sgt. Egerer (not any officer from our 
police officers’ union) complete a written 
statement stating she believes she has 
been a victim of fraud during the time she 
was in our union. Sgt. Egerer’s statement 
goes on to state that this is her written 
statement for criminal charges against me 
and is willing to press charges and attend 
court proceedings as needed. To date, Sgt. 
Egerer has not pressed charges against me 
as I believe this is because I did not fight to 
keep my job nor attempt to obtain a police 
job at another agency. 

After the township board members 
agreed to allow me two weeks to review 
Luke’s recommendation and obtain 
whatever information I needed to present 
to the township board members, I did 
not present the township board members 
with information on my case and some 
improprieties within the Sumpter Police 
Department and the long history of 
what I had been going through within 
the department out of fear Luke would 
carry out his threats to have me charged 
criminally. I felt intimidated and threatened 
by Luke that he would indeed get an officer 
(Sgt. Egerer) to press charges against me. 

If it was the right thing to do to fire 
me without any regards to the crisis and 
circumstances surrounding my situation I 
was in, then why has Officer Salajan been 
able to keep his job after being arrested for

a “Super Drunk” driving accident charge? 
Why was Officer Salajan not treated the 
same as I had been and asked to clear 
out his locker, desk area, etc.? Why did 
Luke not immediately take his termination 
recommendation to the township board or 
request a “special meeting”? According 
to newspaper articles in the Independent, 
Officer Salajan also admitted during his 
arrest that he F*** up after he was caught. 
How can Luke say I could never be trusted 
again for what I had done, yet Officer 
Salajan can be trusted? Luke stated to me 
that if I had an embezzlement complaint 
involving a citizen that I would have 
been all over it and charged that citizen 
with embezzlement. Wouldn’t this apply 
to Officer Salajan? How can Luke trust 
Officer Salajan like he stated to me? How 
can Officer Salajan go out and arrest other 
drunk drivers and charge them after his 
own drunk driving arrest? Luke stated to 
me that because of what I had done that no 
other officers wanted to work with me and 
he feared they would not give me proper 
back-up. Does this mean that a super drunk 
driving accident arrest isn’t as serious 
as what I had done? Why would Luke 
allow Officer Salajan to remain on the 
job after knowing besides his super drunk 
(.24 BAC) arrest that Officer Salajan also 
possessed/used a medical marijuana card? 
According to previous newspaper articles 
in the Independent, the judge presiding 
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over Officer Salajan’s case acknowledges 
this and asks Officer Salajan if he has ever 
tried any other “non-narcotic” drug which 
Officer Salajan clearly states “no”. 

Luke was asked during a township board 
meeting the status of the officer arrested for 
drunk driving to which he responds that the 
officer had been strongly disciplined and 
was back at work (before the disposition 
of his super drunk driving accident arrest). 
One would have to wonder how a judge 
could lower the “super drunk” (.26 & 
.24 BAC) charge down to an “impaired” 
charge and 24 months of reporting directly 
to the judge without having to submit to 
regular daily PBT’s (at $5 per day) as many 
other citizens have had to do as part of their 
probation? One would also have to wonder 
how come Officer Salajan isn’t required 
to submit to regular drug testing for the 
marijuana. 

I have finally gained the courage to 
break my silence because this is wrong! If 
Luke and Sgt. Egerer want to file criminal 
charges against me for submitting this 
article, then I will face this, too. There are 
many improprieties within the Sumpter 
Township Police Department that need 
to be investigated! I would be willing 
to sit down with the Sumpter Township 
Supervisor and the board members to 
address some of these concerns as I had 
planned to do during my termination 
hearing but did not out of fear of retaliation 
from Luke and Sgt. Egerer. 

The time has come and these improprieties

I would also never want 
to violate a former employee’s rights by 
voluntarily disclosing information which 
could later be deemed improper in some 
way.

tax income by $14,400. 

Howey said, luckily, the city had taxable 
value increase, but it still had to further cut 
services in the new budget. 

She said residents will be paying less 
taxes because of the Headlee Rollback, so 
with the public safety assessment the city 
could get back to where they used to be. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte explained 
that a millage is a vote of the people, but 
an assessment is voted by the council and 
every property would pay a little. 

Howey said this is an assessment of 
millage levied by the council. 

Councilman Marcotte said currently 
24 cents of every $1 in taxes paid by city 
taxpayers goes to the city and almost all of 
that 24 cents goes to public safety. 

“It’s pretty alarming you have these 
pressing needs,” Howey said. 

“There are not a lot of things left to cut,” 
Councilman Marcotte said. 

The council discussed ways to use some 
of the street funds for repairs needed. 

When asked how many people were in the 
DPW, Building Official Rick Rutherford 
said it was him and 2.5 people. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said sometimes 


it’s just physically impossible for the DPW 
to do things. 

Marcotte said there were three choices 
the council has: reducing or eliminating 
services, contracting out for services, or 
getting new revenue. 

He recommended having a town hall 
meeting to discuss all this. 

Mayor Pro Tem Loria said they need to 
get the most money for the least effect on 
the citizens. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
could pass the budget that evening and then 
work a few months to get the assessment 
on the December tax roll. 

When a member of the audience 
questioned the numbers involved, Loria 
explained that with the high school, 
intermediate school, elementary school, 
churches and mobile home parks, the City 
of Belleville has 25% of its property non 
taxable. 

The assessment, however, would be paid 
by every property owner. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger told of how 
things absolutely needed have been cut 
from the fire budget. 

It was pointed out the public safety 
assessment would be just for the police and 
fire budgets.

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needs to go and dedicated for that purpose,” 
said Council Tom Fielder. 

Marcotte said another additional revenue 
source is grant funding and he gave credit 
to Chief Loranger for getting so much 
for his department with grants. He said it 
would be money well spent for the city to 
hire a grant writer. 

After there was a question on how much 
money was needed for police and fire, 
Howey did some quick math and said it 
would take $1.5 million to run the police 
and fire departments along with some 
capital purchase money which would be 
about 1.21 mills. 

She said upcoming retirements need to 
be figured in, but there are a lot of factors. 
The city will need health care for those 
who will be coming in and they don’t know 
who will be coming in. 

It was announced at the last meeting that 
the city manager and police chief will be 
retiring. 

“We feel like it’s a decent budget,” said 
City Manager Kollmeyer. “Other than 
Doane’s, it’s balanced,” she said referring 
to the seawall repair. 

A five-year capital purchase budget also 
was presented to the council for review, 
but Howey noted the only things included

in the 2019-20 budget were the police car 
lease payments and equipment which have 
been committed to. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Voted to authorize City Manager 
Kollmeyer to work with Sharon 
Pokerwinski on Pokerwinski’s request for 
the Belleville Fire Department to fill the 
dunk tank for Special Olympics during 
Strawberry Festival. There was discussion 
on how the city has to pay for the water and 
is automatically billed for sewer, but no 
one suggested making Special Olympics 
pay. Kollmeyer was directed to have the 
costs “covered appropriately.” There was 
no information on how much water was 
needed or where the dunk tank would be 
placed; 

e Heard Rutherford give a brief report on 
the seawall repair. He said, “We need the 
steel in hand and we’re trying to satisfy the 
DEQ.
